Spii. Homer Cnpohart lins Invited the OPA 
to help thp senate write ft "siinc nnd sensible 
price control bill." Now, that sounds sane 
nnd sensible, doesn't It? Simple, too. Why 
hasn't somebody thoiipht o! It before? 

The an,swer. In brond and general terms, 
might be that sanity, sense, and simplicity 
have been notably lacklne In the approach 
to most national and International problem.^ 
filnce the war ended. Yet some of the most 
baffling of these problems are essentially 
simple. 

Take this matter of Inflation. Wo knew 
that the country had Inflation after World 
war I — ^not the ruinous European variety, 
but bad enough. We knew that an Inflation 
after thia war probably would be worse. We 
know the caviacs that would create It, And 
we knew that If prices and wages could be 
controlled and balanced until consumers 
could exchange the money they want to 
spend for the goods Ihey need. Inflation 
could bo avoided. 

Government. Industo'. and labor, who to- 
gether could control Inflation, had these 
simple, basic facts. But their efforts to solve 
the problem have been marked by a three- 
ring exhibition of confusion, timidity, plR- 
headedness, and hostility that almost defies 
description. 

The same exhibition has been repeated In 
the matter of paralyzluR strikes. Here, too, 
the facts arc simple. Nobody thinks that the 
Ideal solution of a labor dispute 1.*! to freeze 
the national economy. Nobody really believes 
that It Is consistent with our law nnd tradi- 
tion lor a small group of private citizens to 
disrupt the whole country's normal life. 

But. although paralyzing strikes have oc 
curred before, nobody thinks of going calmly 
about the task of making repeat perform- 
ances Impossible, Nothing Is doiie until the 
country Is really In a fix. Then a few con. 
gressmen go charging madly about, demand- 
ing hasty enactment of Ill-considered emer- 
gency laws. After which the whole thing !s 
forgotten until the next big strike. 

And what about this matter of war? Tliat 
Is the simplest problem of all. The wholi 
■world knows that civilization will not sur- 
vive another one. Men everywhere know th( 
consequences of the last war, and thi 
■weapons prepared for the next. More than 
that, they know the symptoms and the prac- 
tices that bring on war. They know that wai 
settles nothing. 

Yet the Ink was scarcely dry on the docu- 
ment of Japanese .surrender when men be- 
gan speculating on when the next war would 
come— five years, ten, twenty, fifty? It wasn't 
all, Russian International policy, either. Here 
In America, and In Europe — according to re- 
turning travelers— and undoubtedly else- 
where, the man In the street, whose life Is 
clouded and made bitter by a war Just past, 
cannot lose the habit of thinking that world 
problems can only be settled by more ot the 
same horrible Insanity, 

Why Is It? One might list sclflshnes.-;, pride, 
arrogance, greed, nnd plain atupldlty among 
the answers. Or one might observe that the 
solution of simple problems by simple means 
has always been a slow and difficult achieve- 
ment, and that the 'fact was never more 
tragically apparent than It Is today.

Speaking of congressional investigations, 
there Is another opportunity lor some swift 
and thorough action in the matter of army 
Xood wastage, disclosed In the recent report 
of War Secretary Patterson's nine-man ci- 
vilian Inspection committee. 

The committee's report, a shocking one, at- 
tracted considerable attention but little ac- 
tion. General Elsenhower sent out an order 
decreeing court-martial procccdlng.s against 
any officer who permitted loss or wastage of 
lood through neglect, and demanding reports 
of any violation of army food regulations. But 
.beyond that there was little or no army ac- 
tion. So far congress has likewise seemed In- 
different. 

The big question Is, how much surplus food 
does ttie army have which could be spared 
Immediately? The civilian committee's report 
told of over-requlsltlonlng and over-slocking 
Offooda. and of pasts' having supplies forced 
upon them which they did not need and could 
not handle. 

At thl« critical moment, when every bite of 
surplus food Is aorely needed, it behooves 
— -congresB, which foots the army's bills to 
make a quick check with the country's lar'geat 
slagis purchaser of food and determine if 
; anything, can be spared— and then start it 
, moving toward those who now eeem destined 
. to be the rtctlma of the victory which the 
, ,«nny helped so bxlUlantly to win.
